On Thursday night at a well attend- 
ed meeting in the Technical school the 
formation of a tennis club for the use 
of the municipal tennis courts on Syn- 
dicate avenue was discussed, ~~ Mr. 
von Aueberg, Superintendent of Parks, 
wos present and explained the City's 
attitude in the matter, and after con- 
siderable discussion {t was decided to 
call a further meeting on Wednesday, 
July bth, for the formation of an 
association composed of the various 
tennis clubs In the disstrict served by 
these courts, the association to have 
the control of the play on the courts. 

The City Parks Department willl com- 
plete the constrction work and supply 
the necessary nets and = tspes and 
maintain the courts. The assoctation 
will charge its members a small mem- 
bersh'p fee consisting of probably $1.00, 
and will make arrangements necessary 
with the parks’ Department for use of 
tho courts. 

During the day time such arrange-
